THE current Communist propaganda campaign, 
launched immediately after the assassination 
of President Kennedy, is a classic example of red 
duplicity and deceit used as a weapon of political 
warfare. It’s ancient, but evidently not obsolete ; in- 
deed. already a number of left-wing writers and com- 
mentators have picked up and repeated the Com- 
munist lie. 

The idea: accuse others of the crimes of which 
you yourself are guilty. 

Hence, the Communists and their supporters are 
recking to exploit the murder of President Kennedy 
by hurling accusations in all directions, in a broad 
smear campaign calculated to tar everyone who is 
mildly against Communism and for freedom. 

Some have ridiculed the idea that this was a cold 
and calculated move by the Communist international 
from the very beginning. “Why!” they exclaim in 
horror; "that’s an awful thing to say! The Com- 
munists wouldn't do such a terrible thing!” 

They wouldn't ? My friends — you’re just not 
thinking like a Communist. Let’s look at it from 
the Communist point of view. 

Let us remember, first, that about two years

the blame on the anti-Soviet, anti-Communist. pro- 
American, freedom-loving people and organizations. 
Would not that, once anti for all, crush, destroy and 
neutralize the anti-Communist movement? With no 
opposition, we Communists can win. We can demand 
all kinds of concessions and retreats — and get them. 
The anti-Communists will be branded as criminals, 
ns murderers; disgraced and humiliated, no one will 
listen to them. 

The Communists wouldn’t do it? 

They've done it. 

In the lC30\s, Joe Stalin desperately desired total 
dictatorial power, necessary to maintain his unques- 
tioned authority. In order to do so, he would have to 
eliminate all those around him, in top government 
positions, who conceivably could run the Communist 
apparatus as well as he could. But how to get rid of 
them ? 

And then, on December 1. 19,’M. Sergie M. Kirov, 
a loyal Communist official, was mysteriously assas- 
sinated. Simulating great anger, Stalin lashed out 
against his •’enemies'’. He wept crocodile tears for 
the deceased. His rage and indignation knew no 
bounds. Before it was over, thousands were extermi- 
nated (the Communists call it “liquidation”). One 
of the innocent accused. Leon Trotsky, managed to 
escape for a time, but he was killed off later, in AIcx- 
Sc~. Altogether, 70'; (yes, seventy per cent!) of the 
Party’s Central Committee were murdered. These 
Svv:**. Vr.* !eve*. Vr.e Ccr.- 

gress. and the Senate in the United States. The un- 
happy victims, having no more idea than the man in 
the moon as to how Kirov had been murdered, were 
executed for a crime they did not commit. 

Only a liny inner circle, close to Stalin himself. 



managed to surv .c. One of them; Nikita Khrush- 
chev, who learned well from his master. 

But, wlmt is most enlightening and significant 
in tin* Cotmmininl propaganda line used at the time. 
Here are some of the exact words used; note them 
carefully :- 

“S. M. Kirov was foully murdered . . . S. M. 
Kirov was loved by the Party and the working class, 
and his murder stirred the people profoundly, send- 
ing a wave of wrath and dt~p :hrccrh the 

country . . . such depths of duplicity and villainy** 
. . . the vile assassination . . . the dastardly murder 
... the Trotsky ilcs had sold themselves to fascist 
services . . . these dregs of humanity ... a gang of 
fascist hirelings . . . the chief instigator and ring- 
leader, of this gang of assassins and spies was Judas 
Trotsky . . . fascism found faithful servants who 
were ready to spy, sabotage, commit acts of terror- 
ism and diversion, and to work for the defeat of the 
U-S-S.R. in order to restore capitalism . .'.** 

and then, at the end, a threat: ' 

"These contemptible lackeys of the fascists 
forgot that the Soviet people had only to more a 
finger, and not a trace of them would be left." 

Now let us read the official statements of the 
Communists today, concerning the assassination of 
President Kennedy ; these words appear in the Com- 
munist magazine, “Political Affairs” ;- 

“A foul deed ... we share immeasurable grief at 
the monstrous and shocking assassination of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy . . . this dastardly crime is di- 
rected against American democracy, against the 
unity and liberties of the nation guaranteed under 
the Federal Constitution and the Bill of Rights ... it 
is the ultimate depravity of the pro-fascist ultra- 
Right forces . . . of the organized Nazi and fascist 
hoodlums ... it is the poison fruit of the brutal reign 
of terror which has enveloped the South . . .” 

And then, at the end, a threat: 

"If the fascist dregs of our country, backed by 
powerful monopolies and other ultra-right reac- 
tionaries, hope that such unspeakable crimes will 
panic the American people, they are badly mis- 
taken. ” 

Sounds familiar, doesn't it. In thirty years, the 
Communists haven’t even bothered to change the 
script. 



In socialist Russia, with a controlled press, the 
Reds were able to get away with their lies about the 
Kirov murder. In capitalist America, with a frt*e 
pre.<s. tr.e Corr..r.un:£ts may experience me diffi- 
culty in spreading their lies about the murder of 
President Kennedy. 

Perhaps the biggest Red lie of all, however, is 
tins statement found in the current issue of the Com- 
munist magazine, “Political Affairs”. It reads:-

Lot's examine a few of the facts uncovered by 
responsible newspapermen and journalists so far: 

1. L**e Harvey O.s'-vald was part and parcel of 
the Com nv.i nist-C :mt ro-Trotskyists coalition pro up 
caainp itself the FAIL. PLAY FOR CUBA COMMIT- 
TEE «ti:e FPC’C). This bright-red front was estab- 
lished loss than GO days after the Communist na- 
tional convention called for an all-out propaganda 
drive to help consolidate Soviet power in Cuba. It 
was* started with funds directly provided by the 
Castro government, ar.d it enjoyed the support of 
the Communists. 

2. Oswald had appeared on radio, television and 
newspaper interviews as the proclaimed Chairman 
of the New Orleans Chapter of the FPCC. The na- 
tional office of the FPCC did not refute or deny Os- 
walds widely publicized statements at the time.

o. Oswald married, not just a Russian girl, but 
a member of the Communist Party— anil only three 
percent of the Russian people are Communists. He 
was allowed to leave the country with his wife, a 
privilege rarely extended to Americans and then 
usually with the greatest of difficulty. 

0. At'.il. Ili.it. ALL or Hey William K. Alexander 
said that a search of Oswalds room turned up per- 
sonal letters written to Oswald on Communist Party 
of America stationery; others carried the FPCC let- 
terhead. 

As the record comes in. more and more links and 
ties between Lee Harvey Oswald and the Communist 
Party are being uncovered; indeed, many more than 
can he dealt with in here. 

However, one further tie which has not been 
thus far explored in the press, so far as I know, is 
the extremely significant parallel between the sub- 
versive "COMMITTEE TO SECURE JUSTICE IN 
TIIE ROSENBERG CASE (Ihe CS.JR) ami the FAIR 
PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (the FPCC). 

Oswald first joined the Communist movement 
during the Rosenberg Case. He stated that he had 
been "converted - ' by the propaganda distributed by 
the CSJR. 

There is no question but that the Communist 
Party directed and controlled the Rosenberg propa- 
ganda campaign from the very beginning. Most sig- 
nificant. however, were the purposes of the cam- 
paign. A House Committee on Un-American Activ- 
ities report says this: 

“Actually, the efforts of the Communists were 
never designed to benefit the spies. The Kosenbergs.

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as individuals, wore of no concern to them. The pur- 
poses of the Communist campaign went far heyimil 
the Kn.rnlicig-i, though it r-queezed Irom them the 
last i>ossiblc particle of value. A study of the activ- 
ities and the records of the Rosenberg campaign 
jxiint clearly to the fact that it was created for those 
objectives :- 

1— In vilify I In* lbiil.il Slates and ils institutions 
mid spread the lie that ils Government is bent on 
annihilating minority groups and suppressing 
genuine political dissent; 

2 — to provide additional funds for the overall Com- 
munist program of subversion and propaganda; 

3 — to recruit new members and sympathizers for the 
Communist apparatus.” 

This report was published in a Congressional 
document dated 1 «ir»f? — nearly 8 years ago. And this 
was the campaign which successfully recruited Lee 
Harvey Oswald as a sympathizer if not a member of 
the Communist apparatus, precisely as the Com- 
munists had intended. 

The Committee to Secure Justice in the Rosen- 
berg Case was formed in 1051. following a series of 
seven articles in the extreme left-wing “National 
Guardian” by William A. Reuben, a former publicity 
director for the American Civil Liberties Union. The 
articles accused the trial as a “frameup” and des- 
cribed the two sjiys as “innocent victims'* of perse- 
cution. 

In the last issue of Dollar Hollar, we named sev- 
eral of those who served as sponsors of the Fair 
Play For Cuba Committee. One of those named was 
Waldo Frank, a writer, one of the National Co- 
Chairmen of the FPCC. 

Mr. Frank was also one of the 36 initial spon- 
sors of the NCSJ. ’ 

Wc also named Linus Pauling as one of the sjx>n- 
Eors of the FPCC. Linus Pauling was also a very 
active supporter of the NCSJ. 

On June 9, 1963. an FPCC advertisement publi- 
cized a fund-raising meeting featuring Gerald Quinn, 
Executive Secretary of the “Monroe Defense Com- 
mittee’’. Sponsors of the "Monroe Defense Commit- 
tee” included Ruby Dee. Shirley Graham, Walter 
Lowenfcls, A. J. Muste, Alex Saxton and Osic Davis. 

All of these sponsors were also publicized by the 
Communist press as “prominent individuals" sup- 
porting the Rosenberg campaign. 

During the Rosenberg Campaign. Jean Paul 
Sartre wrote a vicious attack against the United 
States, copies of which were distributed by the 



thousands by the CSJR. The attack read, in part; 
"You can never convince hh Dud. the eviriiUnn of 
the Kosenbergs was a "regrettable incident" or a 
"judicial error”. It was legal lynching which shears 
a whole nation with blood . . . Never shall wc hand 
the leadership of the Western World to the murder- 
ers of the Kosenbergs. You have allowed America 
to become the cradle of u new fascism . . . Watch 
out! America lias Hit* rallies!" 

It was NCSJ propaganda such as this which 
first turned Lee Harvey Oswald against his own 
country and people. 

It is not at all surprising to find that Jean Paul 
Sartre was a sponsor of the FPCC. 

Others active in both the NCSJ and the 1'IVO 
in one form or another include William T. Kuird. 

W. E. II. DuDois, Carl Marzani, I. F. Stone, and 
Helen Travis. 

Lee Harvey Oswald, the trained killer who be- 
gan with the Committee to Secure Justice in the 
Rosenberg Case, certainly must have felt right at 
home with his fellow-travelers in the Fair Play For 
Cuba Committee. 

One further item demands attention. It is al- 
ready clear that, among other things, the Commun- 
ists will emphasize that Oswald was a "psychopath" 
with a "disordered mind”, and since he was alleged- 
ly "mentally unbalanced” at the time of the crime, 
the Communist party and the Castro gang cannot 
be held to account. 

The fact is. the FPCC seems to have attracted 
a number of such individuals, possibly because Castro 
himself is probably a psychopath; competent author- 
ities have suggested that Castro is a "hysteric" with 
a "paranoid personality”. 

The "Monroe Defense Committee”, previously 
mentioned, is not named after a man. but the town 
of Monroe, North Carolina. The committee is cen- 
tered largely around one Robert Franklin Williams, 
whose son is very active in the FPCC. There is an 
FBI "Wanted” notice out for Williams, dated Aug- 
ust 21, 1961, which states — beside giving a descrip- 
tion, fingerprints, etc:- 

"CAUTION: Williams allegedly has possessed 
a large quantity of firearms, including a .45 caliber 
pistol which he carries in his car. He has previously 
been diagnosed as schizophrenic and has advocated 
and threatened violence. Williams should be con- 
sidered armed and extremely dangerous.” 

The fact that Oswald may or may not have been 
a mental case does not free the Communists ar.d l ' 
Castroitcs from their complicity. 
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
